Prior Art

AUTHORITY; DEN SO CORP), 18 December 2002 (2002-12-18) is considered to be 
the closest Prior Art, disclosing (see abstract and abstract figure) : 

A system for screening items of baggage (BG), the system comprising means for 
attaching to each baggage item (BG) at a check-in location (1 1 ) within a terminal an 
electronic tag (TG) which is periodically scanned as the item travels via a baggage 
sortation system (15) between the check-in location (11) and a loading location (17), 
means for diverting (see encircled part of drawing) all baggage items (BG) from the 
sortation system (15) to an explosive detection screening system (29), means for 
retaining for further inspection baggage items (BG) which are not cleared by the 
explosive detection screening system (29) and means for re-introducing cleared 
baggage items (BG) into the sortation system (15) for travel to the loading location. 

Objective Problem 

Reduce the cost of retrofitting an existing airport with an explosive detection screening 
(EDS). 

Solution 

The EDS is housed within a prefabricated building alongside the terminal. 

This solution remains unknown from and is not rendered obvious by the available prior 
art. 

Therefore claim 1 and dependent claims 2-6 meet the requirements of Articles 33 (2) 
and (3) PCT. 
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
